2. Domestic Industry.—The petition has been filed on 
behalf of M/s. Vinati Organics l.td , B 12 & B13/1MIDO 
Industrial Area Mahad-402301, Dist. Rajgad, Maharashtra, 
and M/s. Herd,ilia Client cals Ltd., Air India hldg. Nariman 
Pilin'- ^oml iy-4009.11. This ne'.moncr has stated that i o- 
butyl benzeno is manufactured in the Republic of India by 
these two companies only and, theiefore, it has a standing 
to file a wrilten request on behalf of the affected domost c 
industry. 

3. Product involved:—lsobulyl benzene is nianiiiactuied 
out of Toluene, Propylene, Methanol, Potassium Carbonate, 
Sudium metal etc. It is an organic, aromaitio, neutral colon, - 
iess liquat having n specific I’l'.iVPy of around 0 852. It is 
■a bo known as 2-Methyl-—-1 Phenyl propane. It is used in 
the manufacture of ibtip.'ofen; an analgesic; anti-inflamma¬ 
tory drug. Isobutyl Benzene is classifiable under Heading 
2902-90 schedule I of Indian Customs Tariff Act. 1975 and 
falls under India Trade Classification (Based on Harmonised 
Commodity Description and Coding System) No. 29029009. 

4. Dumping ;—The petition alleges that import of iso- 
biUv benzene originalmjj from the People's Republic of 
China was 152 MT during 1990 which increased to ,2145MT 
during 1991. Imports during 1992-93, as per provisional data 
available were 783 MT. There has -been a steady decline in 
the prices of imported product originating from the People’s 
Republic of China from US dollars 2724 per MT during 1992- 
93 and to dollars 1455 per MT in July, 1993. 

5. Injury :—The domestic industry has been forced to 
reduce its selling prices to tinremuneralive level to mnrk.t i’s 
product by matching its prices to the declining prices of the 
like product originating from the People’s Republic of China. 
The decline in selling prices by the domestic industry has e- 
sulted into loss to bolh the companies in the Republic of India 
manufacturing Ibc like product during 1992-93 and this trend 
has further worsened during the current financial year 1993- 
94. 

6. There is a prirna facie evidence Hint jmporls of isohutyl 

benzene originating from the People’s Republic of China are
